The Sequoia Gigantea, commonly known as 
the "Big Tree" of California, are the earths 
oldest living things. These magnificent trees, 
four to five thousand years old, attain sizes, 
27 feet in diameter at the base, and tower to 
heights of over 300 feet. They ore found in 
several scatter groves, in the mountains of 
California, and were first discovered in what 
is now, Calaveras Big Tree State Park. 
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
